We may receive heat from a alove toy 


all three methods. If we plac* ojir 
bands upon it we receive heat by con- 
duction; if we hold them above it they 
are warmed by convection, the heat be- 
ing brought to them by the rising cur- 
rent of hot air; if now wejstand in front 
of the stove we still feei Us warmth, 
tbe sensation in thin ca*e being pro- 
dnced by th* heat wave* which it 
emit*. The«= waves ar* similar ttf tbe 
electric waves need in wirelew Mefra- 
phy, differing from them only in tb*ir 
length. The? bear the same relation to 
them us the ripples qn a mill ix>ud bear 
to the Atlantic rollers. With the In- 
struments at our disposal at the pres- 
ent time we can measure the length of 
these waves as accurately as we can 
measure tbe length or n table with a 
footrule, and we can prove that they 
will pa=s through a vacuum, a plate of 
glass or a tank full,of liquid air with- 
out losing their ability to warm our 
bands. We flnd, however, that if we 
pAss this radiant neat through certain- 
substances—water vapor, for instance 
—ite intensity ia diminished owing to 
the fact that some of tli* wav«'s have 
been absorbed. I( is possible to deter- 
mine the exact Jengtb of ilie *rav(}s of 
heat which have been removed by ab- 
sorption m the vapor, and if we test 
the radiation which pomes to na" Irons; 
tbe sun we flnd that waves ot this 
same length arc absent, the water va- 
por in the earth's atmosphere havlnp 
refused to transmit tligjn. This fact, 
taken alone, is pretty good-evidence 
that the snn and the hot stove ja.te 
pouring out the satne kind of energy.—
